RESPECT BEING SHOWN THE NATION’S FLAG 


Sar Laxe, Utah, Feb. 9.—fSpecial. |—The 
Stars end Stripes fiy from the top of 
the Mormon Temple today. National colors 
are displayed in profusion on the Zion House 
and the Bee-Hive, where Brigham Young 
formerly ved with his wives, the Tithing- 
House, and the Eagle Gateway. All of the 
Mormon business-houses, including their co- 
operative stores. are ¢overed with bunting. 
The Peoale’s party made a great parade last 
net, and a creditable one it was, too, both 
in point of nypmbers and equipment. 
Nearly every man in the line carried 
a flag, and many handsome stands of 
colors were displayed. Some of the 
marching clubs had two immense company 
flags, and nearly All of the colors were of 
silk. But the emblem of free government 
was in the same line with the hated’ Bee- 
‘Hive and the Anchor, those of the Mormon. 
The entire Geatile population is amused at 
the attitude of the Mormons, Only two years 
ago, on the National holiday, July 4, 1887, the 
American flag was half-masted on the city 
pall and county buildings of Salt Lake. It 
was aiso half-masted on the Mormon Temple 
on a pole erected for that special purpose. A 
band of men compelied the Mormon officials 
to run the flags to the tops of the mast, but 
much persuasion and many threats were re- 
quired before the Mormons would even 
listen to the reparawon for the insult. 

THEY LOVE THE FLAG. 

The sudden conversion of the Mormons 
and their show of respect and love for the 
nag are, to say the least, quite laughable. It 
is too recent to be genuine, and the Gentiles 
take no stock in it at all. What a travesty! 
A big American flag suspended from a rope 
between the tops of the towers of the Mor- 
mon Temple. The late residences of Brig- 
ham and his wives decorated with red, white, 
and blue. Mormon bands playing “My 
Couatry, Tis of Thee, “Yes, We'll Rally 
Round the Flag.“ and other National airs. 
Old, gray-haired polygamists humping them- 
selves through the streets, waving American 
flags. A big Mormon shambied along in the 
parade last night carrymg a transparency 
bearing on one side this inscription: ** Bon- 
field Opens the Doors of the Penitentiary to 
‘All Tifegai Voters.” The Inspector has made 


2 » great name for himself i Utah, particu- 
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larly among the “ poor and oppressed ” Mor- 
moos. He is altogether the biggest man in 
the Territory just now, one individual 
barred. The gentleman last referred to only 
arrived this morning. He came in over the 
Kio Grande, and didn’t attract much atten- 
uon from the Mormon spotters who infest 
the depot. There was nothing particu- 
larlx noticeable about the mar er- 
cept that he was tastefully althovgh 
plainly dressed and seemed to 
be perfectly at home with his surroundings. 
There was an iodefinable something about 
the young man’s eyes, as they were bright 
and changefulin color. He registered at an 
up-town hotel as “W. B. Masterson, Den- 
ver,“ and soon found himself in the company 
of a large number of friends. Now, the very 
gentiemanly, quiet W. B. Masterson of Den- 
ver is “Bat Masterson,” who knows every- 
body in Colorado, Utah, and Kansas—was, 
during the oid cowboy days, Marshal of 
Dodge City, Kas. Mr. Masterson thought he 
would accept the invitation of a number 
of friends. and come out to Salt Lake 
to the election. His sympathies and 
inclinations are with the Liberal people. He 
does not agree with the principles of the 
Mormons at all. Mr. Masterson will visit 
some of the polling-places tomorrow and 
several of his old friends in the West and 
Southwest will accompany him. Prubabliy 
he will be unmolested, but Mr. Masterson, 
although a man of peace, will not allow him- 
self vo be abused or insulted.

CAPTAINS OF TENS. 

The “Captains of Tens” reported at Liberal 
headquarters this afternoon. There are over 
four hundred mien, each of whom has ten 
votes to look after. These captains make re- 


ports on blanks furnished for that purpose, 


and the percentage of absenteeism 
among the Liberal registered voters is 


but ten in a hundred. Many of the voters 


have come long distances to be at the polis 
tomorrow. Some have traveled from Call- 
fornia, others from Denver and Helena. The 
entire Liberal vote, less probably 8 per cent, 
will be polled. The names of about 300 
polygamists, non-residents. and colonizers 
have been stricken from the registration. 


Among those who have becn disqualified are 


the present Muyor of Salt Lake, who is 
under indictmest for misconduct in office, 
and Brig Hampton, a very important factor 
among the Mormons. At least 200 additional 
names will be removed from the registration 
early tomorrow morning. All of wem will 
be clearly disqualified under the laws, and, 
what is more, they will not be permitted to 
vote. This law of registration, etc., is ex- 
ceedingly arbitrary and rigid. The Mormons 
don’t like it at all and complain of its opera- 
tions most bitterly. 
WORKS LIKE A BOOMERANG. 

The Saints are responsible for its enact- 
ment by the Territorial Legislature. It was 
prepared by the Mormons and sent through 


the Lekislature by tem because the Gentiles 


in Toole County a short time ago managed to 


“scratch through au election and get one of 


the county officers. The Mormons, who have 
until recently controlled every bit of patron- 
age in the Territory, were determined that 
this state of affairs should not occur again, 
so they placed this election and registration 
law on the Statute books, The Utah Com- 
mission interpreted it, and between the rul- 
ings of that board anc the appointment of 
Gentiles as registrars and giving them a ma- 
jority of the judges of election the Mormons 
are almost beside themselves with rage. 
There does not appear to be the least earthly 
chance for the success of the Mormon ticket. 
The People’s party is sadly deficient in 
knowledge of the detail of practical politics. 
It never beid a political convention until 
recently, the church invariably selecting the 
candidates for office, and electing them, too. 
Inspector Bonfield and Jesse Barton have 
given the Mormons a little msight into 
the most approved “ political methods. 
The decoration of «the Mormon houses 
and temple with American flags 
is said to be an idea that emanated from the 
Chicago Mormon Auxiliary Society. No- 
body. ever before heard of such a thing bere, 


‘and Bonfield and Barton get the credit of in- 


spiring it. The Liberals have at their com- 
mand everything that is conducive to suc- 
cess, but about all believe they have 1,000 
more votes than the other party can gather. 


miners who came here when Mormonism was 
rampant, and don’t like the Saints any too 
well at that. 

The Liberals have made the registration, 
and have two out of the three judges at each 
polling-place. 

LIBERALS CONFIDENT. 

The Utah Commission is in session here 
and United States Marshal Parsons says he 
intends to preserve the peace. Eight or nine 
bankers: and capitalists whose combined 
wealth would aggregate $15,000,000 have 
signed an agreement to bail out any Liberal 
who, having a legal right to vote, exercises 
the same and is arrested by tne police or the 
agents of the People’s party. The Liberals 
most confidentiy’ claim success and Judge 
Powers says their majority will not be less 
than 1.500. The Mormons are not very buoy- 
ant and decline to make any statements us to 
the result of the election beyond that plati- 
tude, We are going to win sure.” The Lib- 
erals ought to feel ashamed of them- 
selves if they get beaten tomorrow. 
They do not deserve any sympathy 
if they lose the election. Some of the lead. 
ing Liberals went to Washington early in the 
winter to Senator Edmunds, whom they told 
they wanted to carry Utah. Well,“ replied 
the Senator, why don’t you do it? You have 
all the law that is necessary. Apply it and 
go ahead.” 

Tne advice is being followed to the letter. 
The polls open one nour after sunrise and 
close at sunset. There is a great abundance 
of polling precincts and no danger of crowd- 
ing out the voters. The Mormons 
will probably form ther nes at 
the polls at midnight, but the 
Liberals have made arrangements to check- 
mate them. About 700 Deputy Marshals and 
special police will be on duty, and, taken all 
in all, the event will be one of the most note- 
worthy in the history of the far West. It is 
tne first time the Gentsles ever made a deter- 
mined systematic stand against the Mormon 
Church, and it would honestiy seem as if 
Zion was going to get a severe drubbing. 

Judge Powers, who has worked assiduously 
for over six months in perfecting the work 
of the campaign, is looked upon as the great- 
est political leader this section of the West 
has ever seen. He has been untiring in his 
geal for the cause and has left no stone un- 
turned to secure a Liberal victory.

Intense Feeling Against North 
Dakota’s Lottery Bill. 


HER THREATENED DISGRACE. 


Lyman J. Gage Points Out the Finan- 
eial Evil It Will Prove. 


Shameful Measures Employed to Push the 
Vicious Measure Through. 


CHARGES OF A GENEROUS USE OF MONEY 


Bismarox, N. D., Feb. 9.—[Speciai.|—The 
opponents of the Louisiana Lottery iniquity 
are talking pretty loud tonight about having 
gained enough votes to prevent the passage 
of the measure over Gov. Miller's veto. It is 
said several Senators have heard from their 
constituents, and will vote against the bill 
when it is returned by the Executive. The 
lottery men, however, claim that every Sen- 
ator who favored the measure in the be- 
ginning will vote for it as, often 
as it comes up They say, too, that 
the sentiment ot the State is not against 
lotteries, and, as proof, point to the petitions 
that have been received. The total for the 
bill is 1,878, while the signers against it num- 
ber but 1,434 The indications chat big 
“poodie”” has been used have become 80 
strong that Mr. Roney of Steele County has in- 
troduced a resolution calling for a committee 
of five to investigate the rumors current that 
members are being influenced to vote for the 
Lottery bill by means of bribery and other 
unlawful means, and report the result at the 
earliest moment. 

Senator Winship, the leader of the oppo- 
sition to the bill, said todhy: I am opposed 
to the lottery revenue scheme, principally be- 
cause of its immoral and vice-breeding tend- 


such an institution were established in our 
State ard run under the fostering protection 
of the Government it would be a blight upon 
our manhood, our citizenship, and our civili- 
zation. Then I am opposed to it from a polit- 
ical standpoint. I am a Republican and sin- 
c@rely desire the predominance of Kepub- 
li¢an. principles. I believe if the lottery 
scheme should succeed and North Dakota 
bé inoculated with the deadly virus of 
Southern Democracy, with millions of 
dollars to corrupt our people, that our 
young State, which gave 15,000 Republican 
majority last year, would become a Democrat- 
iciState and be in the absolute control of as 
corrupt, tyrannical, and demoralizing a gang 
as ever existed. It would control the State

HANDLED wWITHO GLOVES. 

Lisson, N. D., Feb. '0.—[Special.]—The 
Lottery bill is the ali-abgorbing topic here 
and excitement is intense. This morning 
ministers handled the scheme without gloves 
and denounced it in unmé€asured terms. Sen- 
ator Sandager, the fatne of the bill, came 
in last Friday to su, - constituents and 
returned yesterday convinced his action was 
approved. He said he viewed the question 
entirely from a business standpoint. The 
State urgently needed the revenue to be de- 
rived from the proposed license and here was a 
means of getting it. It was not at all necessary 
he should introduce the bill, as there were 
plenty of others both ready and willing to 
doso. He said he had no idea what the vote 
would be in the House, as there were so 
many who would not express themselves 
one way or the other, but he believed the 
bill would pass, because the Legislature real- 
ized so forcibly the necessity of immediate 
relief from present financial pressure. A 
deputation of business-men left here last 
night for Bismarck to assist the lobby favor- 
ing the bill. The most influential papers are 
either dumb or advocating the scheme, whilst 
afewof the small fry raise a frenzied pro- 
test. It is confidently expected that the hill 
will not only pass but there will be majority 
enough to prevail over the Governor’s veto. 

ManpDa\, N. D., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—Public 
sentiment here appears to favor the lottery 
scheme. A petition to Representatives in 
the Legislature to vote for it has been pre- 
sented containing the names of nearly all the 
voters. The grounds for favoring the scheme 
are that it will lessen taxation. Newspapers, 
bankers, and merchants of this section are 
strong for it. Mayor Gul says he favors it 
because it will keep money here, and tne in- 
Hux of money from other States will keep 
down the rate of interest. Bankers Lyon and 
Meech figure that bank deposits will be in- 
creased iu all the principal towns and money 
will be easy. It is contended by them that 
no more money will be expended for lottery 
tickets in North Dakota than now. 

Mapison, Wis., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. W. A. McAtee of the First Presbyterian 
Church read the address of Chief-Justice 
Corliss of North Dakota denunciatory of the 
Lottery bill from the pulpit this morning and 
in stirring language voiced his opposition to 
the project, declaring t to be a stigma to the 
State that thought of legalizing it, and an 
outrage to surrounding States.

THE RENTAL GOING SKYWARD 


| Eight Per Cent on a High Revaluation 
Out of the Question, 


THE DEMERITS UF LONG LEASES. 


The Hotel Will Continue to Be Run by 
Drake, Parker & Oo, 


REMARKABLE HISTORY OF THE LOT. 


So interesting a business transaction as 
the transfer of the Clark street section of 
the Grand Pacific Hotel building and lease 
to L. Z. Leiter has not occurréd in Chicago 
for years. 

That nearly one-nalf of a building which it 
cost $850.000 to erect should be bought for 
$40,000, with a ninety-nine-year lease having 
seventy-nine years yet to run thrown in, is 
astounding enough as a bare fact. The ex- 
planation constitutes a compendium of the 
real-estate history ot Chicago since the fire. 
It tells the romance of the wonderful rise 
in ground values, shows the astonishing 
effect of the declinein the rate of interest 
on moovey, sharply contrasts the relations 
of superstructure and soil, and presents in 


leases. 

Tais ground,” said Mr. Leiter, at the 
Grand Pacific yesterday, “was the site of 
P. F. W. Peck’s residence when I came to 
Chicago in 1854. He then owned the whole 
block from Clark to La Salie ana Jackson to 
Adams. He did not considera lot on which 
ue Rookery, the hotel, and other big build- 
ings now stand as too large then for a home- 
stead. It was worth $50,000 at an outside 
figure. Now I doubt if $5,000,000 would buy 
it—the land aione. 

About twenty-five years ago he sold his 
back yard to the Northwestern University 
at Evanston. The sale covered 176 feet 
square, cornering at Jackson and La Salle. 
The western end of the hotel stands on it 
now. I have often beard ex-Gov. Evans of 
Colorado, who was then President of the 
university, laugh over the adverse criticism 
his investment received from conservative 
financiers. He paid either $8,000 or $0,000 for 
the lot. Today the university would not lis- 
ten to an offer of less than a million. 

ITS LEASE TO THE HOT&L COMPANY. 

“After the fire in 1873 Mr. Peck and the 
university leased the ground occupied by the 
hotel to the Pacific Hotel company. The 
company was composed of the Rock Island 
and Lake Shore railroads, which built the 
hotel for the accommodation of the traveling 
public. The lease from Mr. Peck, which took 
in 185 feet frontage on Clark street 
with a depth of 125 feet on Jackson, 
was for ninety-nine years. What was at 
that time an exceptionally low rate of inter- 
est—S per cent—was to be paid by the lessees 
onan agreed valuation to start with and a 
new valuation every ten years afterwards. 
The lease from the university was similar, 
except that the rate was made still low..— 
per cent. ä 

The agreed initial valuation on Mr. Peck’s 
land was $187,500, making the hotel com- 
pany’s annual rental $15,000. I don’t know 
the valuation placed on the university's land, 
but it was something less, as La Salle street, 
on which it fronted, was then rather a back 
street. The company erected the present 
hotel at a cost of between $800,000 and 
$900, 000, 

t* Sinee these original transactions the re- 
lations of the parties have stood pretty much 
as they began until recentiy. Mr. Peck over- 
lookea his right to a revaluation ten years 
ago, and the hotel company went on paying 
the old rental of $15,000. In 1886, after Mr. 
Peck’s death, I bought his land from the es- 
tate. This year I would have been entitled 
to demand a revaluation of the prop- 
erty, and accordingly a new rental 
from the lessee, 1 don’t know whut valuation 
would have been fixed on it. But it became 
evident to the company that nothing less 
than $800,000, if not more, could be decided 
by any body of arbitraters to be its present 
worth. Instead of a rental of $15,000 the 
company would thus be compelied to pay $64,- 
000 or some such sum, the rate of 8 percent still 
holding. As 5 per cent is now the prevaili- 
ing rate for such investments the company 
saw that it played a losing game to continue 
its lease. Propositions were exchanged be- 
tween us. As a result John De Koven, 
a director in both tne Rock Island 
and Lake Shore roads; Marshall 
Field, a director in the Rock Island, 
and Albert Keep, a director in the Pavific 
Hotel company, were selected as a board of 
arbitration to decide what was best for both 
sides. They concluded that I should pur- 
chase the hotel company’s lease, including 
that portion of the building standing on my 
ground, for $40,000, The company and I have 
accepted the decision. 


AT ONE-TENTH ITS COST. 

„% Without the history of tne property thas 
before him one might think it strange that I 
should secure about $400,000 worth of a build- 
ing, according to its original cost, for one- 
tenth that sum. Itis simply the result, how- 
ever, of the increase in the value of the 
ground and the decrease in the rate of inter- 
est. Both factors have operated against the 
company. The ground under the contract has 
eaten up the building. If the lease had not 
entitled me to a revaluation tne relations of 
the company and myself would have been 
reversed. It would have received the benefit 
of the enhanced value of the land, not I. 
Its experience shows ia a strong light the 
fate that may overtake a long lease 
with a revaluauon clause. But 
twenty years ago one could 


no 


soon multiply several times in value, or that 
8 per cent would today be a bankrupting rate 
ot interest to pay on such an investment. At 
that time 10 per cent was the current rate on 
the best mortgages and leases. 

“The hotel company now has the uni- 
versity to face. But whether it will have to 
pass through the same experience with the 
western end of the ground it has with 
the eastern is more than I can say. I 
imagine not, however, as the ground under 
the university’s aeg n from taxa- 

np, and, free of this burden, company 
— still find it profitable to hald its remain- 
ing lease.

FATE OF THE OLD HOTEL COMPANY. 
“The valuauon now fixed on this ground,” 
said Mr. Drake, seems extraordinary when 
compared with its value twenty years 
ago. Still the contrast is not as great 
as in the case of other property in the neigh- 
borhoed. Take, for example, the ground 
across Jackson street there, on which the 
Phenix Insurance Building stands. That 
was bought twenty years ago by a Kentuck- 
ian named McNeil! for $2,400. He provided 
in his will that it was not to be 
sola until his youngest child was 21 
vears old. When Malcolm McNeill, now a 
resident of the city, reached his majority, it 
was sold to the Phoenix for $400,000 cash. 
This neighborhood has become a center for 
manufacturers’ agents, who can pay high 
rents. There’s hardly a manufacturer of im- 
portance in the country or abroad who hasn't 
an agent within a stone’s throw of this hotel. 
The Board of Trade is supposed to have built 
up this part of town, and it doubtless did 
start the big buildings to gomg up.

“It makes me dizzy to think of the growth 
of Chicago since I took hold of the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel in 1875—only fifteen years ago. A 
phenomenal city! Too much can’t be said 
about it. Stil it makes me sad to think of 
the outcome of the old Pacitic Hotel company. 
How many ot the big buildings around here 
are built on similar leases! There are lots of 
them. And I teil you the revaluation clauses 
and high interest rates are going to make 
trouble for their owners. The owners of the 
ground will get the bui.dings in the end.” 

And 80, like all histories, the history of the 
Grand Pacific, in addition to its peculiar in- 
terest, has thus its moral and its prophecy.

DESIGN FOR A YACHT TO MAKE SPEED. 


Peculiarities Which Mr. Burgess of Boston 
Thinks Will Be Superior. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 9.— [Special.] Ed ward 
Burgess, Boston's eminent yacht designer, 
has just completed the lines for two new 
boats which in point of speed he expects will 
eclipse anything he bas previously done. 
George Lawley will build them, and he al- 
ready bas the frame of one begun. This will 
delong to Mr. Foster, a wealthy yachtsman of 
this city. The boat is different from any 
of Mr. Bargess’ previous forties, having 
greater displacement and less sur- 
faco. Instead of the midsection being cut 
away, giving a smaller displacement, it has 
full egg-space section, which gives it a good 
displacement.

It has been nurtured 
by Democratic State Admmistrations and its 
managers, who are nearly all influential pol- 
iticans, control the Democratic party. Its 
Washington lobbyists are aiso Democrats. 
Senators who don’t know. much ebout Louis- 
iaua affairs have been inclined to confirm 
Warmoth because of the character of the 
opposition to him. Ex-Senator William Pitt 
Kellogg has been the mainspring of it all. 
Warmoth appeared before the Commerce 
Committee the other day, and after answer- 
ing the “cbarges”’ against him. left for the 
South confident that he would be confirmed.

To loye the two father- 
lands, the earthly and the heavenly, 
but in sucha manner that the love of the 
beavenly country prevails over that of the 
other, and that human laws are not preferred 
to the laws of God. Such is the essential 
duty of Christians, from which spring, as 
from their source, all the other duties.“

— Full Text of Mr. Noland’s Remark- 
able Letter. 

Nicnotasviritz, Ky. Feb. 9.—[Special,]— 
Tun Trisune’s recent special on the death of 
the Rev. Stephen Noland, which revived his 
remarkable visions of Jesus Christ, has 
brought letters of inquiry from evefy part of 
the United States to the local papers and the 
Postmaster. The story that the divine re- 
canted or modified bis publishea statement is 
not true; but he recently wrote of the heav- 
enly visit of the Savior of mankind as the 
sweet experience of his life.“ 

The famous letter, which was published in 
1887 in a paper of which Mr. Nolana was the 


editor, is as follows: 

We have been sick some two weeks with mala- 
rial intermittent fever ana a deep cold. The 
spell has not been a severe one 80 as to cause 
unusual suffering or apprehension of death. 
There has been nothing in the disease or medi- 
eines to affect the mind. Throughout life we 
have been singularly free from dreams, visions, 
or imaginery speculation concerning the other 
world. Indeed, many a time in preaching to 
multitudes where a revival was in p we 
have been conscious of the calmest, state of 

almost envied those 
feelings ot their 
souls by manifestations, while 
at the same time we felt as much sympathy in 
our heart as any ove could feel. When prosecut- 
ing the Leaviest felonies as Commonwealth's 
Attorney for several years we were at ali times 
happily free from any mental excitement that 
would disturb our reason. We write this, as 
many readers who are not Christians may sup- 
pose that some strong mental delusion may nave 
occasioned the following narration, while we 
know that we were never more in our senses at 
any period of our life, 

It was the third or fourth day of our 
sickness, while we were praying to our 
Savior with no unusual fervor but with the 
common assurance of His presence that we 
have felt in prayer for fifty years and with no 
fear or apprehension of death whatever. While 
we were in @ short dozing state that iasted only a 
few minutes and seemed almost in a wak state 
the Lord appeared tous. We could see His per- 
son 15 Trom His head to His breast. He 
had large blue eyes, full of beauty and tenderness, 
such as we had never seen; a clear skin, a long 
flowing beard, and rather a Jewish physiognomy. 
The body had more a spiritual than an ordinary 
material appearance. y thie time we were 
wide awake, and while we were surprised at bis 
visit we were notin the least alarme Our good 
wife was passing apout the room, but we said 
nothing about the interview to her. 

CONVERSED WITH THE SAVIOR. 

With asmile that seemed heavegily He said. 
My son, I have come today to make you happy.“ 

I answered: Lord, I am sofull now thatT 
can hardly bear more.“ 

He answered: 1 am going to give you a 
Benjamin's pores today, and when you cannot 
bear it I will withdraw my hand.” 

With a graceful move of the hand He seemed 
to pour something into us, not sa liquid. but 
something that our soul felt. We were wide- 
awake and in our senses and felt a thrill of 
rapture and joy until we both cried and laughed. 
He then said: I bave a short iesson for you 
today.“ Without saying how far it is to it, there 
18 a river called Jordon you will bave to cross. 
It is justly aiarming to many persons on account 
of their lives. Tothem it is muddy and deep 
and swift, but when you come to .it I shall form 
an eddy on both sides and reduce tne waters so 
that you can almost walk over on the rocks.” 

We said: Lord., when you want us to die we 
are no more afraid of it than to walk to the front 
gate.“ 

He said: “ Your time has not come yet.” 

We asked: Lord. what have we ever done 
that you have visited and made us so‘ happy 
today?” 

He answered: “I know what you have done, 
and it is all right.“ 

He then left us, and we remained awake with- 
out dozing for a considerable time in an ecstacy 
of bliss. 

ANOTHER VISIT FROM THE LORD. 

We certainly did not expect the dear Savior to 
return again, but the next day about the same 
hour, being 10 o’ciock in the morning, He appeared 
again on our left side, exactly as He did the day 
before. Arousing from a doze, we were at once 
wide awake and happy. With the same sweet 
smile He said: “My son, Lam come to give you 


years you have been preaching and writ- 
ing on depravity, justification by faith, 
the witness of the spirit in regeneration and in 
assurance to believers, which has been attended 
with some controversy, but I want you to know 
from me that your views are true and strictly 
Scriptural. Continue in these doetrines and be 
faithful, and I will prepare the fiver for you 
when you reach it as 1 told you yesterday.”’ 

We bad now much to meditate upon and to 
fill us with 1 the rest of the day. The uext 
day our ord came again at the usual 
time and in the usual manner. Approach- 
ing us He said: “My son, I want to give you 
a wider view today. Think of all the preachers 
whom you knew in former years and who have 
died and crossed the river.“ 

We began to enumerate at once and thought 
of Edwin Roberts, Brother Sidebottom, Father 
James, and a list too long to men on here. Then 
he resumed: ‘“‘My son, they are all over the 
river yonder in a wide plain, and they know 
you, talk about you, and say while they do not 
wish to hasten the time that they all wish to see 
youand have conversations. I will keep the 
river prepared, as I have told you.“ 


THE LAST INTERVIEW. 

By this time the interviews were not surpris- 
ing, still we did not expect any more. One more, 
nowever, was to follow. The next day the Lord 
came again, time, place, and manner being the 
same. Fivery time that He approached us we 
were filled with unspeakable peace and love 
which lasted for hours. He never sat down at 
any time, but seemed to stoop. His face was not 
more than two or three feet from our own. In 
this fourth interview He said: My son, I wish 
to recall the past to you today. Think of all the 
camp-meetings at which you have preached for 
more than forty years.“ 

Our memory acted badly in reviewing the past. 
We went to the mountains and thought of 
Creathitt, Clay, Knox, Lawrell, Owsley, and 
Estill.

socialism and anarchism. Bellamy’s Look 
ing Backward also came in for a brief men- 
tion and a mild scoring. The idea advocated 
in it did not solve the question at issue at all 
# bis mind. It was written on the theory 

there was only one cause for poverty, 
q@bereas there were many. The same thing 
‘was true of Henry George's works, and it 
seemed to be a delusion that the Anarchists 
and Socialists labored under. 

“Poverty,” he declared, “does not all 
come from one source. There are numerous 
causes for it, so many that I will only be able 
to enumerate a few today. Some are greater 
than owers and have a greater influence to 
that end, but any intelligent man can call to 
mind half a score without trouble.“ 

Tne causes that Prof. Swing discussed 
were: Slavery, ignorance, natural idleness, 
vanity, liquor, the caprice of nature, and 
jabor-saving machinery. He began with a 
discussion of despotic governments, saying 
that the era of real freedom didnot begin in 
this country until 1864. Before that the eara- 
ngs of the negro went to the White man, as 
for many centuries the earnings of the great 
mass of the people abroad had gone to the 
privileged classes. The history of slavery was 
the same as the history of the common peo- 

eand peasants in Turkey, Russia, and otner 
countries. “In this country that form of des- 

tism bad been abolished, and with it went 

ene of the causes of poverty. Hence there 
was less poverty here than in any other coun- 

in any age. 

norguce was anothercause. Moch of the 
wealth of the vountry came from the fields, 
but it was a lamentavle fact that education 
bad passed over them. The farmers had 
been cloud-watchers for over a hundred 
vears. They saw the rain fail in torrents, 
drowning out their crops, ana could on! 
look up and hope that it would stop. In alt 
that time many of them had not discovered 
that they could drain tneir fields and use 
only as much water as was needed. Nor had 
they learned how to raise the most grain to 
the acre. 

“It was gross ignorance that degraded 
woman.” he said, “and itis gross ignorance 
that has plowed our fields for 100 years.” 

In regard to idieness, he claimed that toere 
were 2,000,000 to 3,000,000 people in this coun- 
try who were opuosed to work. If they acci- 
deotally earned a coin they felt that they 
must cease all endeavor until it was spent. 
Idieness was more dear to them than 
money and comfort. But they were poor by 
their own choice, and charity should pass 
them by to help those who were unwillingly 


poor, who were ready to work and to rise if 
* taey could. 


He drew a line between vanity and pride 
that was most marked. Vanity was a cause 
of poverty; pride was not. All might move 
well until vanity came into the home. Then 
the inhabitants me enamored of style. 
Money was borrowed ana the home mort- 

that they might shine as brightly as 
dowe one else; that they might dress as well; 
and finally they sank beneath the rden. 

“Pride inspires owe to a higher life,” said 
Prof. Swing, Vanity is for earthly display. 
Pride prevents one’s buying a wedding pres- 
ent beyond his means; vanity induces one to 
do so because it will be seen. Education 

t to do much to end this—to show how 
worthiess it is. 

“But these are trifling causes when we 
stop to consider the money taken from the 
people by drink. Whisky and beer stand be- 
tween tens of millions ef people and success. 
True, many hard drinkers live, but that 1s 
all; they can’t advance. They may live 
fifty years, but they are as poor at that age 
as they were at 25. They can point to the 
whisky bottle and say: ‘Judge dy that the 
kind and extent of my poverty.’ 

They can point to tue beer mug and say: 
‘There is my certiticate of deposit for all 
these years.’ 

And yet people talk about the single-tax 
system remedying the evil of poverty. Drink- 
ing is the most prevalent vice of our age, and 
increased pay withiess hours of work will 
not work out the reform. Whisky would re- 

oice in double vay and eight hours of work. 
t would give it a better opportunity.” 

Tnen he came to what he characterized as 
aless painful thought—the poverty occa- 
sioned by the vicissitades of nature. Heaven 
was no, uniform in the matter of rain and 
the fickieness of the sky caused some destitu- 
tion.

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READY TO ENTER THE PROMISED LAND. 


Eager Pioneers Expect the Opening of the 
Sioux Recervation Today. . 

CHAMBERLAIN, S. D., Feb. 9. [Special. 
Everything bas been at a standsti!! today as 
far as attempts to get upon the reservation 
are concerned, but preparatons have been 
steadily som on, every one fuily 
expecting the proclamation to de  is- 
sued tomorrow, as has been announced at 
Washington. Premature settlement has been 
so thoroughly discouraged by tne energetic 
action of Indian Agent Anderson that no 
further attempts are hkely to be made by 
the crowd to go upon the lands until com- 
plete permission is given by the President. 

Word has deen received that large num- 
bers of settlers bave gathered at various 
points along the Missouri between this city 
and the mouth of White River, and there is 
no doubt tnat the reservation will be covered 
for many miles westward during the first 
few days of the rusb. 

The weather could not be finer for opening 
the reservation. There is no snow, the sun 
shines warm aud clear. If opened at once 
settlers will have time to construct houses 
in season to begin farming by March 1. 
the period when plowing and seeding usually 
begins in thié section. There need be no fear 
of suffering, a8 the season is too far ad- 
vanced and prospective settiers in ali cases 
have amply provided for what cold weather 
may yet be expenenced. 

While several hundred thousand acres of 
the Crow Creek reservation wul be thrown 
upon the market, the great rush will be for 
the lands west of the river, as the Sioux 
bill gives the original settlers on the Crow 
Creek lands in 1885 ninety days in 
which to get back upon the lands. New set- 
tlers wouid therefore be taking considerable 
chances in settling upon tnese lands, as 
after some time the original settlers might 
appear, and it would then be too late for the 
wo settiers to get choice lands near the 

ver. 

The struggle for the town site on tne west 
side of the river continues, the various in- 
terests making every effort to secure an ad- 
vantage. A town, site organizauon was 
perfected here last night. The mile 
square granted to the Milwaukee road can 
be used only for railroad purposes, the Sioux 
bill expressly forbidding the sale of aay of 
this tract for town site purposes. 

The settlers are looking forward to the 
possibilities of ithe morrow with great ex- 
pectancy, and the town is ina great hub- 
bub tonight. Teams can be heard rushing in 
every direction, while the sidewaiks are 
crowded with excited and expectant people. 
The ice is still secure in the river, so that a 
crossing can be speedily and safely made. 


QUEER INSTANCE OF BROTHERLY LOVE. 


One Was a Lawyer and Keal-Estate Deal- 
er, and the Brother Suffered.

HAVING MORDERED HIS WIFE. 
The Body Found in an Alley in the Rear of 
Bis Dwelling—Contradictory Stories 
Told by the Husband—Chicato Waifs 
Entertained at the Second Regiment 
Armory—Socialists Uphold the Woman's 
Club Tenement-House Investigatien. 
Benjamin Foster, a burly colored man 50 years 
old, is locked up at the Twenty second Street 
Station on suspicion of having taken the life of 
his wife. 
The body of the woman was found in the alley 
between Wabash avenue ana State street, at the 
rear of No. 1510 State street, about 8 o'clock yes- 


terday morning, by C. Dent, who lives at they 


above nhmber, He recognized the body as that 
of Foster's wife. who bad occupied apartments 
with her husband in the same building, and im- 
mediately notified the police, who took the body 
to the morgue. : 

The authorities at once began an investigation, 
Officers Ryan and Lawlor being detailed on the 
case, visited the rooms occdépied by 
Foster, but the lattar was not there and 
had not been seen by the neighbors 
since a late hour in the night. Officer 
Ryan started forthe Board of Trade Building, 
where Foster is employed as a janitor, while 
Lawlor remained at the house, where, a short 
time after Ryan's departure, Foster made his ap- 
pearance. He was questioned at length by Law- 
lor, and made so many contradictory statements 
concerring his movemenis during the night that 
it was decided to take him into oustody. 

Foster said that he went home about 1 o’clock 
yesterday morning, and finding the door of his 
room locked rapped on it vigorously several times. 
Receiving no answer he burst open the door. 
Lying near the threshold was his wife's body. 
He said he was so overcome at the sight that be 
did not know what he was about, and for several 
minutes walked excitedly up aud down the 
room. Then, realizing that be had no money 
with which to bury the woman, he 
decided to carry the body out in the alley, 
hoving that the police would find it and make a 
proper disposal of it. 

This pian he carried out, depositing the ro- 
mains on a snowbank between a wagon that was 
Standing in the alley and the rear entrance to 
the building. Then he went out and did not 
return unt he was arrested. 

The last statement he afterwards contradicted, 
saying that he returned to the house about 8 
o'clock in the hope of finding $100 which he 
knew his wife had and which she had bidden. 

Anotber thing that the police think makes the 
case stronger against Foster is that while on the 
way to the station he tried to dispose of a bunch 
of hair which he had in his pocket. The 
hair was secured by the police and found to be 
from the dead woman's head, evidentiy having 
been pulled out by the roots. oster, when 
questioned as to how he came by the hair, said 
he cut it off with a pair of shears that he might 
have something by Which to remember his wife. 
He said he never had any quarrels with his wife, 
having lived with her peacefully during the 
twenty-five years of their married life. He in- 
sisted that the woman died a natural death, she 
having been terribly afflicted with the asthma. 

There were no marks of violence on the body, 
but it is the supposition of the police that if the 
woman was killed she was either choked or 
smothered. 5 

Mrs. Dent says she heard Foster go up and 
down stairs several times during the night. and 
on two or three occasions heard labored breath- 
ing in Foster’s apartments. She heard no strue- 
gie of any kind. Foster has lived at this place 
about two months, and not much is known of him 
by the neighbors. They say, however, that he is 
a hard drinker. He was drunk when arrested 
yesterday.

Parties Go Home—The Gate Receipts, 
Amountiog to $16.70, Divided Between 
the Pugilists—St. Louls Bookmakers 
Bitten—General Sporting News. 


NW Ortzans, La.. Feb. 9.—[Special.]—Char- 
ley Johnson, who claims to be from Minneapolis, 
ana Andy Bowen of New Orieans, light-weights, 
fought forty-three rounds to a draw at Abita 
Springs, fif:y-six miles from this city, this after- 
noon, Johnson is reticent concerning his past rec- 
ord, and ibe name 1s said to be an alias assumed 
to conceal the identity of a well known light- 
weight in the Northwest. According to others 
he is Jimmy Collins of St. Louis, At any rate he 
was a member of Prof. Dennis Butler's pugilisue 
aggregation, and was said to have been brought 
down here for the special purpose of defeating 
Bowen, In the McHale fight, where an at- 
tempt was made to use loaded gloves 
against Bowen, Johnson seconded Jimmy Me- 
Hale, and bitter feeling then sprung up between 
the men. Consequentiy when it was proposed 
ta, fight outside the city limits, Marquis of 
Queensberry rules, three-minute rounds with one 
minute's rest, with skin-tight gloves, toa finish, 
both men readily agreed, and the stakes were 
fixed at $100 a side, which was all that Johnson 
could raise, 

When the men entered the ring Johnson 
seemed to have a decided advantage. He was 
four inches taller, fifteen pounds heavier, and 
had alongerreach. Bowen had been sick since 
Wednesday, but steadily refused all of his back- 
er's efforts to induce him to pay the forfeit. 
George Queen, a brother of the song-and-dance 
man, was chosen referee. : 

In the first round Bowen, rushing bis man, 
knocked him down several times, scoring heavi- 
ly upon bis body. Ide round wore him out and 
he was unable to push his advantage. His leads 
were met with clinches and in the lock Johnson 
landed some clever upper cuts. In the 
fourth round Bowen broke the kauckle of 
his right hand and in the sixth struck 
his head against the stake, cutting his eye. From 
the sixth round out Bowen waited upon his an- 
tagonist the greater hart of the time. rushing at 
long intervals, landing cleverly upon the body 
and jaw, and receiving in returm some smashing 
upper cuts in the jaw, mouth, and eye. 

After three hours and twelve minutes of fight- 
ing the city-bound train came along, and, yield- 
ing to the general desire of the spectators, the 
referee declared the fighta draw. Both men 
were sufficiently fresh to have continued the coa- 
test an hour or two longer. Bowen was beaviiy 
marked about the head and fuce, while all the 
punishment given Johnson was wee the body. 

Bowen was taken sick last ednesday with 
the grip, and was married the same day. His 
backers decided to forfeit the stake, but wen 
would not hear of it, and came over Saturday 
afternoon, was in a high fever all night, and re- 
mained in bed until time to fight. 

bowen disobeyed his seconds, end rushed his 
man at. intervals, getting in some fine body and 
jaw blows, and receivi upper-cute in the 
mouth and eyes in return. wen's fuce was ter- 
ribly sweiled and he bied freely, and Johnson's 
chest, sides, and back were cut and bruised, In 
the last few roundsg Johnson did lead several 
times ana land, but Bowen rushed him in re-

THE OBITUARY RECORD. 


Memeriai to William Bross. 
The Press Club of Chicago at its meeting yes- 
terday adopted the following minute as the club’s 
memorial to the late William Bross, for many 


years a member of the organization: 

The death of ex-Lieut.-Gov. William Bross has 
removed from among us a pioneer in the journal- 
istic history of this city and one of the most 

rominent characters in our profession. The 

ss Club of Chicago deems it a privilege as 
well as a duty to place on record a minute in tes- 
timony of the high respect in which he was held 
by its members. 

In the autumn of 1849 Mr. Bross began here 
the publication of a religious weekly. 1850 he 
bought an interest in THe TRIBUNE of that day. 
In 1852 he became one of the founders Of the 
Democraic Pree, which six years later was 
merged into the per with which he was 
prommently identified from the consolidation to 
the hour of his death. This almost forty years of 
daily journalism was commenced when the popu 
lation of the city was scarcely 30,000. He saw it 
grow to more than 1.000.000 souls, and partly as a 
consequence of his efforts. His labors and 
enthusiasm helped to lay deep and strong 
the foundations of the press of Chi- 
cago, and old residents still’ delight 
to tell how much be aided in building up the 
city itself by calling the attention of Eastern 
communities to the place at the head of Lake 
Michigan, which he never tired ef prophesying 
would become the commercial focus of the great 
West. His pamphlet of 1854 was widely scat- 
tered over the East and circulated extensively 
in Europe, being to many thousands the first in- 
timation of the fact that there was such a place 
as Chicago. In that work he told how within a 
few years the city would be connected by 
rail with the Lake Superior iron region, 
Puget Sound and San Fraacisco on the Pacific 
coast, and Neworleans in the South. This was 
considered visionary at u time when Chicago had 
oniy enjoyed a two years’ railwuy connection 
ind the East. But he lived long enough to see 
all that realized, and much more. He wrote the 
first inancial article that ever appeared in the 
columns of a Chicago newspaper, and when the 
aguregate daily circuiahon of all of them was 
probably not more thun a thousand copies. 

To his personal worth, his genial disposition, 
his readiness to extend the right nand of fellow 
ship to the humbiest worker in the journalistic 
field, and the kind-heartedness that bas often 
helped in tne hour of distress some of the mem- 
bers uf this club can bear indiv:duai testimony. 
All can join ia recogaizing him as a bright and 
shiving light in the profession, whose memory 
will long be thershed by them, and whose ex- 
am will often be cited as worthy of emulation 
in 


future.

The elections for the Reichstag are at hand, and 
the Emperor wants to influence the voters, espe- 
cially the large and often decisive Socialistic 
vote, so as to have a better majority in the next 
Parliament, but that the Socialists see through 
the scheme and will not be caught. Neverthe- 
less, he says, it marks an important gain. Years 
ago the Emperor's position was considered too 
exaited to allow him to enter into partisan poli- 
ties; but the industrial question has forced itself 
to the front so strongly that he is now com- 
pelled to abandon that policy and. to save tne 
present condition of things, descend into the 

litical arena. It also shows, thinks Mr. Grott- 
kau, that the policy of suppression practiced 
under the Sociaiist law has ended in failure. The 
Reichstag has refused to prolong the law. Bis- 
marck was pot willing to drop policy of sup- 
pression, and when the Emperor insisted de- 
clined to be a party to the game of byrocrisy. as 
the Socialists call it, and let the Emperor per- 
sousily take this position of interest in the af 
fairs of workingmen while the Chancellor held 
aloof from it. Grottkau is u Socialist who has 
had practical experience in elections in Ger-

A 14foot channel 
cut by this city which sends 300,000 cubic feet 
of water a minute down the stream will 
make good steamboat navigaticn from 
Ottawa to the mouth of the Illinois, no mat- 
ter what the motive of Chicago may be, and 
all that will pe left to connect the Mississippi 
with the lake will be to pertect the ok from 
Lockport to Ottawa by enlarging the canal. 
Mr. Sanford is fishing bard for a job, and 
he may catch it, but whoever employs him 
will find that be has been throwing away his 
money and fighting his own best interests, 
which are to heip Chicago to make the sew- 
age dilution as great as it can, to encourage 
it to cut the channel as fast as possible, 
which will make the water ten times purer 
than it now is, and in the meanwhile to 
urge Chicago to give—by pumping ali the 
water possible into the canal—twice or thrice 
the present dilution. 


THE NORTH DAKOTA LOTTERY SCHEME. 

In spite of the protests from the citizens 
of North Dakota, who have the best interests 
of the new State at heart, and in spite of the 
protests which are pouring in from the citi- 
zens of other Northwestern States who ad- 
vocated her admission to the Union and who 
are deeply interested in her welfare, it seem 
to be inevitable that a sufficient number of 
members of the Legisiature will be found 
ready to override the Governor’s veto and 
legalize the establishment of the Louisiana 
gambling lottery as a State institution. 

If there is any sense of morality and de- 
cency left in that Legisiature, if it has any 
regard for the reputation or welfare of the 
State, it should at least hesitate before it in- 
flicts this lasting disgrace and infamy upon 
North Dakota by adopting a measure which 
will retard its growth, impair its character, 
and keep away capital and immigration, 
which will repel the moral and virtuous 
classes, and which will result in direct finan- 
cial loss far in excess of the revenue the 
State wiil deriye from this legalized system 
of robbery and swindling. The enactment 
of this gamblers’ bill will Sinflicy incalculable 
damage upon the new State in the very first 
year of its history. It will gamble away its 
prosperity. It will debauch the politics, the 
finances, and the morals of the State. It 
will make North Dakota a State at which to 
point the finger of scorn and contempt. 

The Legislature ef North Dakota knows 
well enough the abominable nature of the 
Louisiana State Lottery. It knows that 
since that State granted ita franchise it has 
debauched the morals of its people and that 
it has robbed and swindled all over the 
Union; that it has corruptly dominated the 
politics of Louisiana; that it ha fastened its 
evil clutches upon the banks of New Or- 
leans and institutions of all kinds; and that 
it has been a monster evil which State and 
National laws have been unabie to suppress. 
New that the time of its franchise is 
about to expire and Louisiana will not re- 
charter the robber corporation it has in- 
vaded North Dakota, and, under ths ad- 
vantagé of a Constitution which unfortu- 
nately does not probibit lotteries and taking 
advantage of its temporary financial neces- 
sities, it .s tempting corruptly-inclined legis- 
lators with its boodle to give it a legal place 
of operation and a permanent home in the 
new State, where n can direct its devilish 
operations against the country and add to its 
fleecings in the great North west. 

Should the Legislature fivaily pags this bill 
there is not a respectable friend of North 
Dakota who will not feel humiliated and who 
will not regret that the Territory was di- 
vided, or, since it was divided, that the north 
halt was not left in a Territorial condition as 
morally unfit for Statehood. We implore the 
members of the North Dakota Legislature it 
they have any sense of shame or personal 
honesty left, or if they have any regard for 
pudlic opinion in the surrounding States, 
not to commit this shameful act and to re- 
fuse hospitality to the Louisiana devil-Hsh. 


CARLISLE’S PETTIFOGGING REPORT. 

Tun Taisune printed yesterday the sub- 
stance of the Democratic minority report on 
the new rules of the House of Representa- 
tives, arawn by Carlisle of Kentucky. Tne 
vital part of it is what it says in opposition 
to the counting as present within the bar of 
members who are 80 but decline to say they 
are for tue purpose of breaking a quorum, 
when in point of [act there is one plainly be- 
fore everybody’s eyes.

Without entering here into a discussion ef the 
constitutional question involved in this proposi- 
tion We earnestiy protest against it as a measure 
of the most dangerous and revolutionary charac- 
ter. Auy rule or practice which enables the 
Speaker or the Clerk to puss bills by counting 
members present and not voting will inevitably 
result in destroying the confidence of the people 
in the integrity of legislation and cause contro- 
versies and litigations which might be easily 
avoided by an adherence to the mandate of the 
Constitation as heretofore interpreted. 


If the minority members are not in the 
House to vote and speak what are they there 
for? What business has Mr. Carlisle on the 
floor of the House if he will not exercise the 
functions of a member? Does he suppose 
‘that by refusing to answer to his name he 
can escape the observation of the Speaker as 
effectually as if he were at his house or back 
in Kentucky! Does he think that the only 
way the Speaker can learn of the presence of 
a member is by the member answering to his 
name! Has not the Speaker eyes as well as 
ears, and why should he use one and have 
the use of the other sense denied him? If 
Mr. Carlisle attends the sessions of the 
House he necessarily helps to make a quo- 


| rum, and if he gets within the bar he cannot 


avoid that part of his duty. If he does not 
wish to be counted as one ofa quorum let 
him go home or some place where the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms cannot find him; he must not 
sit or stand in the presence of the Speaker 
and ask that officer to record him as absent.

CALVIN $ BRICE’S BACK TAXES, 
The tax inguisitor is on the trail of Calvin 


$ Brice, United States Senator-eiect from 
Ohio, and if his quest proves successful, as it 
should, the Senator’s effort to prove his 
eligibility will cost him a pretty penny, for 
in addition to the boodle account of his cam- 
paign he will be called upon to pay arrears of 
taxes in Allen County, Ohio, running back 
five years, with à 50 per cent penaity. 

Senator Calvin $ Brice has evaded payment 
of taxes in Allen County for five years by 
claiming citizenship in New York. During 
the time that he was manipulating Democrats 
in the General Assembly of Ohio and nego- 
tiating for a seat in the United States Sen- 
ate he met the objections of the opposition 
on the score of non-residence by assertions 
that Lima, Allen County, was his home, and 
that this made him eligible. If this be the 
case, then he should clearly be made to 
pay his taxes like any other resident, and he 
can amply afford it because of his great 
wealth. The value of his property subject 
to personal tax is stated at $2,800,000, upon 
which at we tax rate of 3M there is due 891, 
000 per annum, or $455,000 for the five years, 
amounting, plus the 50 per cent penalty. to 
$732,500 which he owes Allen County if he 
was a resident of it during that time, and he 
said he was when he was running for Se na 
tor. Who should know better than Calvin 
$ Brice? 

If he is a citizen of Ohio be nas illegally 
evaded payment of his taxes and be should 
be compelled to pay them like other Ohio 
millionaires or the humbiest citizen. How 
will it look for a United States Senator from 
Obio to represent that State when he has 
failed to perform one of the first duties of a 
citizen for five years and has to be chased up 
by ataxinguisitor? But if be is now going 
to evude payment of taxes and the perform- 
ance of his duties as a citizen of Ohio by 
claiming to be a resident of New York, by 
what right does he deprive Ohio of half 
her political power and representation 
in the Senate? By what right does 
New York have three Senators and Ohio 
only one? Better, far better, by every con- 
sideration of justice that Calvin $ Brice 
shall hand over the $732,500 due Allen County 
and acknowledge bimself a resident of Ohio 
and its legitimate representative than that 
in addition to the two Repubiican Senators 
representing New York at large Wall street 
shall have an additional Democratic Senator. 
It will make the Senatorship come high, for 
in addition to the just dept of $732,500 there 
is to be addea $250,000 more which is 
alleged to be the cost of the seat in the 
Senate, making nearly around million; but 
what is that toa millionaire hke Calvin 8 
Brice, and will it not be a great consolation 
to him to have this matter of his residence 
detinitely settled! For certainly if he claims 
Lima as his residence then the back taxes 
are due, and, vice versa, if he claims New 
York as his residence, then he has no busi- 
ness to represent Ohio in the Senate. 


“FORESEEN FAITH.” 

The Christian Advocate of New York says 
that those Presbyterians who want to change 
the Westminster Confession of Faith if they 
accomplish it will become Methodists in 
faith; that in discarding reprobation and in 
adopting free will they abandon Calvinism 
and adopt Arminianism, on which Methodism 
is based. 

Calvin taught that God of His good pleas- 
ure and without any merit on the part of 
those thus chosen elected some men to ever- 
lasting biiss while the non-elect went to ever- 
lasting torment. Arminius softened this 
down by teaching that God had given to all 
men free will to accept His gracious mercy 
through the death of the Son. This, while 
seemingly softening the arbitrary decrees of 
the God of Calvin, did not satisfy the doupts 
of others.

He does not say free will,“ but substi- 
tutes for it “foreseen faith.“ because God 
must have bad from all eternity foreknowl- 
edge that certain individuals would use the 
free will He gave them to secure salvation, ana 
that multitudes of others would not. And 
this is just what “stumps’’ those who think 
like Col. Ingersoll. They ask, What differ- 
ence does it make whether God has decreed 
‘for His good pleasure’ that so many billions 
of the human race shall go to the bottomless 
pit and stay there forever, and so many thou- 
sands shall go to Heaven, or whether He has 
foreknowledge that billions will not use 
their free will mghtiy While a million may?’ 
They think that what is foreknown by the 
Being that made man is foreéstablished, and 
that in neither case is there any responsibil- 
ity on the part of the creature, as the final 
outcome was fixed in advance. They say 
that heredity and environment make men 
what they are, and that neither of these is 
dictated or originated or controlled dy them: 
but both are decreed by or foreknown to the 
Deity, and that therefore man cannot be 
held accountable for what the Deity does. 
To the Ingersolllans Armintanism and Cal- 
Vinism present the same difficulties in 
slightiy different language. Nevertheless, 
Arminianism has always seemed to the com- 
mon mind since it was propounded far fairer, 
far less arbitrary, far more rational than 
Calvinism; hence the vastly greater num- 
ber of its adherents among Christians. 


THE DRINK BILL OF CHICAGO. 

It is stated in an article in a city paper that 
Chicago, with a populauon of 1,100,000, pays 
out yearly about $12,500,000 for aicoholic and 
fermented drinks. This estimate, however, 
is far too low, as a little reflection will prove, 
and the sum thus spent, largely by working- 
men, is about double that. 

These are the reasous for saying so; The city 


saloon licenses foot up $2,000,000 a year, and 


the taxes paid the General Government by 
distillers, brewers, rectifyers, and retailers 
amount to as much more. If the drink pill 
were but twelve and a halt millions nearly a 
third of it would be absorbed by taxes. The 


remaining tavo-thirds would not support 4,000 


saloons, with their owners, families, and 
pay shop rents, and give the brewers 


to find liquor, There is also much more 
drinking among foreigners, Who form 80 
large an element of city population, than 
among the native-born urban as well as rural 
residents. | 

In the next place, the total amount of beer 
sold in this County of Cook a year ago was 
1,762,250 barrels. If this were all sold in this 
county and by the glass it would foot up 
about $27,000,000; and the Prohibitionists, fig- 
uring on that basis, have arrived at wild con- 
ciusions, The probability is that only about 
a third was thus sold and the remainder by 
measure, which is the favorite way of buy- 
ing beer by the laboring classes, because one 
thus gets as much for 5 cents as ne would 
pay 12 or 15 for were he buying by the glass. 
Estimating on this basis, the total amount 
paid out for beer in this county last year 
was probably about $18,000,000. 

It is impossible to tell how much should be 
added to this for spirituous liquors, The 
propor uon ate quantity of beer consumed is 
increasing all the time and that of whisky 
diminishing, but the consumption of the lat- 
ter 1s still so large that it probably equals at 
least six or eight millions of dollars. That 
would make for this county a drink bill of 
over twenty-four millions of dollars, or at 
the rate of about 5 cents per day for every 
man, woman, and child in the county. Those 
who are familiar with the city, who see how 
much drinking is done by women and boys 
as well as by men, will not be inclined to 
think this too high an estimate. It is prob- 
ably too low. The drug sales to women are 
very large. Aud the quantity of costly 
liquors bought from wholesale dealers for 
family use is not small by any means. But 
think of the folly of trying to stop this enor- 
mous and almost universal consumption of 
liquor by a handful of persons voting s0- 
called Prohibition tickets! 


“The Doom of Chicago.” 

New York Tribune: The fate in store for Chi. 
cago April 19 is attracting widespread attention. 
and sympathy is being expressed on all sides. 
Even St. Louis is exhibiting sorrow, and has ex- 
tended aa invitation to such Chicago people as 
wish to escape the impending doom to come down 
before the troubie begins. Ali this anxiety about 
Chicago is called forth by the prediction of a 
California man named Erickson, who goes into 
trances and strips the uncertainty from te fut- 
ure, mention of whom bas already been made 
in the 7rioune, Indeed, Chicago is sot the only 
town which is to be wiped out April 19. San 
Franciscon goes also, as well as several minor 
California places, but it looks as if it will be 
worse for Chicago than the others, because she is 
going right along and paying no attention to the 
warning, while the cautious Californians are re- 
ported as buying tents and moving back among 
the tall timber on the foothilis. 

Mr. Erickson gives a detailed account of his 
experience with Chicago while in his trance. He 
says that be stood on the lake front and saw the 
city enveloped in a cloud This sounds reasona- 
bie—in fact it isn't necessary to go into a trance 
in order to have this experience. After gazing 
some time and dodging a locomotive and just 
missing being struck in the back by the bowsprit 
of a schooner which was turning around near the 
shore, he saw the cloud which rested on the city 
blown away by the wind of Heaven, which we 
suppose might be possible—in a trance, After 
the air had become clear Mr. Erickson 
continued his observations and saw all sorts of 
wickedness going on—such as stock-jobbing, 
lying about the population of the city, etc. 0 
saw that prominent citizen known as Old 
Hutch’ robbing his fellow-men on the Board of 
Trade while his clerks were robbing him and 
other enterprising speculators were robbing the 
clerks. He saw enraged herds of locomotives 
tossing ee ee right and leit on their cow- 
catchers. e was just turning his attention to 
a number of men who were busy on the prairie 
staking out Worid's Fair sites when the scent of 
the Chicago River became too much for him and 
he came out of his trance, not, however, till he 
heard a loud voive proclaim that a tidal wave 
would blot out Chicago April 19. 

Mr. Erickson’s prophecy was promptly tele- 
graphed to Chicago, yet she is paying no atten- 
tion to it, but going on eating And drinking and 
marrying and getting divorcéd just as if there 
was no danger. Our advice to Chicago is to wake 
up and move to Waukegan and Kenosha. When 
the waters of Lake Michigan roll fifty feet deep 
over the roof of the Auditorium it will be no 
time to pack up household goods and buy rail- 
road tickets. Chicago should remember the fate 


of the man who came along just as Noah was 


drawing up the gang-plank of the ark and re- 
marked that he didn’t think there was going to 
be much of a shower. Chicago must surely 
know that St. Louis thinks she is wicked enough 
to have been destroyed long ago. She should 
follow the example ot the wary Californians and 
prepare to camp out. She might as well, too, 
cease her efforts to capture the World’s Fair. 
The trouble is coming too soon. 

If that prophet of evil had eaten one more 
section of mince pie before going into his trance 
he would have found himself in New York City. 
He would have seen Wall street sharks fatten- 
ing on the life-blood of the country, Justice down 
in the filtniest streets in America and kicked 
about by her chosen ministers. He would have 
seen political stock-jobbers buying Western Sen- 
atorships, wrangling over Worid’s Fair bills, and 
openly parceling out the offices for their own 
benetit. He would have seen railway wreckers 
preparing their little schemes to impoverish 
millions, heard whining, mendicant voices 
calling on the outside world for con- 
tributions to the Grant monument fund, 
gasped for relief as a whiff from Hunter's Point 
reached his nostrils whenever the wind got to the 
east, while from the south he would inhale the 
Jersey City and Staten Island oil factory stenches, 
and from Forty-ninth street on the east side the 
sickening scent from slauahter-bouses which per- 
meates the air for miles around, and from the 
filthy etreet gutters untold death-dealing 
gases. He would have turned im disgust from 
the city’s surface-washing, baroyard drinking 
water, which cannot be purified except by dis- 
titation. He would have personally superin- 
tended the rolling of a tidal wave from the dis- 
gusted Atlantic over the whole city.

THINK B. B“ AN INTOXICATING Dams. 


An Interesting Decision Rendered By the 
Iowa Supreme Court. 

Des Mornzs, Ia., Feb. 9.—[Special. |—In the 
Supreme Court yesterday au important de- 
cision was filed which puts a construction 
upon one feature of the Prohibitory law that 
has not heretofore deen established. The 
case Was against John Shultz and Eggert 
Rowher of Cass County. They ran a hotel 
with a bar attached, against which a perma- 
neut injunction was granted in 1888. The 
appeal was based upon the ciaim that the de- 
fendants sold only cider and a beverage known 
as B. B.,“ which they claimed was not in- 
toxicating. They, however, hela a United 
States revenue tax certificate which they 
said was to protect themselves in the sale of 
B. B.“ The Supreme Court sustains the 
injunction, and says: ' 

cLain’s code makes the fact of having 
paid the United States special tax evidence 
that the defendants were engaged in keeping 
and seiling intoxicating liquors contrary to 
the laws of this State. If B. B.“ was not 
an intoxicating liquor the defendants were 
under no obligation to pay the United States 
special tax; they needed no pretection for 
the sale of non-intoxicating beverages. We 
think the fact thas the defendants paid this 
special tax simply to protect themselves in 
the sale ot B. B. shows that they regarded 
the article as intoxicating.

The Chief of the Secret Police Shot by a 
Beautifal Young Woman. 

St. Petersburg Letter in the New York 
Tribune: Details have been received here of the 
murder of Col. Solotouchlne, the chief of the 
secret political police departme nt at Moscow. 
Having received notification that a number 
of Nihilists were in the habit of holding 
meetings at the home of M. Andreieff, the 
Colonel determined to ascertain whether the 
information was correct. Accordingly, toward 
8 o’clock in the evening, he concealed him- 
self in the neighborhood and carefully 
scanned the faces of who either 
entered or left M. Andreieff’s residence. 
Several of them he recognized as 
individuals already under suspicion as dis- 
affected characters; and, at length, witha 
view of pursuing his investigation still 
further, he determined to arrest the next 
person who rang the door-bell.

“While gambling was suppressed,” said a 
weil-known saloonkeeper near Madison and 
Desplaines streets, laboring men, mechan- 
ics, and clerks used to spend much of their 
spare time and what money they thought 
they could afford to squander in saloons, es 
pecially Saturday nights; now they seldom 
come near us except when they get ‘broke’ 
playing the ‘bank’ and want a drink on 
‘tick.’ The few of them who occasionally 
win need hardly be taken into account.” 

„Wide-open gambling such as has lately 
been permitted,” said another saloonkeeper 
in the neighborhood, “is not only an injury 
to all of us around here but also to ever 
other kind of business in the neighborhood. 
The drayman, cabman, and the roustabou 
tha mechanic and the clerk, and hundreds o 
others with means less limited sought most 
of the pleasures and amusements they had in 
well-lighted, warm saloons, where they could 
chat and joke and between drinks settle the 
affairs of the city and nation. It was on 
rarely that they ‘biew themselves in’ for 
they had pay days. They first settled with 
landlords and grocers and gave their wives 
housekeep| money. Now they seek the 
paies table, even before visiting their 

omes or families, and they are lucky, in- 
deed, if they leave it with a cent.” 

Away out to Western aveuue and beyond 
and far south along Blue Istand avenue and 
Halsted street, even to the Stock-Yards, the 
complaints are heard gambling draws 
customers from saloons and lessens their re- 
ceipts. They denounce the Administration 
for giving institutions which pay nothing to 
the city the privilege and opportunities to 
“skin” everybody while the saloonkeepers 
have to pay big licenses for the privilege of 
“skinning” the thirsty wayfarer. 

THEY MAKE A DISTINCTION, 

Of covrse saloonkeepers do not consider 
the dispensing of liquors a kin game,“ but 
the above is the way in which a joily bar- 
tender put it.

Several young men who were my 
regular customers and nightly visitors I now 
see scarcely once a week, and when ay N 
come the most a ~~ afford to buy 4 
giass of beer. staurants, candy-shops, 
furnishing goods stores, and social gather- 
ings realize the effects of gambiing as well 
as the saloons.”’ |

BAD SEASON FOR COAL DEALERS, 
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The Market Gorged with aun Accumulation 
of Egg, Stove, and Chestnut Sizes. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 9.—The Public 
Ledger in its financial article tomorrow will 
say: The anthracite coal trade continues 
dull for the domestic sizes and as active as 
ever for the furnace and small steam sizes, 
which have become scarce. The price for 
pea coal has been advanced to $1.40@1.50 at 
the mines, and most of the shippers are 
disinclined to take new contracts for 
that size, as they have already more orders 
than they, can supply. Some of the iron far- 
naces in the Lehigh and Schuylkill Valleys 
have begun to use broken coal to make up 
the shortage in the supply of lump and steam- 
boat sizes, and this will afford some relief to 
the market, which is gorged with a large ac- 
cumulation of egg, stove, and chestnut sizes. 
The prices for anthracite are now weaker 
than they have been at any time 
since last May. Shade from the 
circular figures is being done openly, even 
by the large mining and carrying companies, 
The Reading company is selling to every- 
body at 10 cents per ton below the circular 
prices, and the agents of the Pennsylvania 
railroad are reported as seiling their an- 
thracite at 20 and 25 cents per ton below the 
circular prices. Coxe Bros. & Co. are said 
to be offering the prpduct of their collieries 
at the following prices at the mines: Broken 
and egg. $2.10 per ton; stove, . 25; chestnut, 
$2.15. The Wyoming and Lehigh individual 
operators have unsettied the New York and 

ew England markets by freely and openly 
selling stove coal at a cut of trom 40 to 50 
cents per ton, and in some instances at a 
grosner concession, free on board, New York 
harbor. 

A meeting of the general sales agents of 
the anthracite companies will be heid in New 
York next Thursday to discuss the conditon 
of the coal trade.

CARNEGI2£’S GIFT TO ALLEGHENY CITY. 


The Formal Opening of the New Free Li- 
brary to Take Piace Thursday. ‘ 
Prrrsnund, Pa., Feb. 9.—[Special.|—The 
forma! opening of the Carnegie free library, 
presented to the City of Allegheny by Mr. An- 


drew Carnegie, will take place next Thursday. 


This 1s the second free library presented by 
Mr. Carnegie to an American community in 
whose welfare he 1s interested. The first was 
at Braddock, where bis great steel rail mill is 
located. The Allegheny library has cost 
about $260,000. It is given to the city :upon 
condition that it be properly maintained for 
the benefit of the public. It is a granite 
structure of the Romanesque style of archi- 
tecture and stands opposite the city-hall in 
the business center of the town. The build- 
ing is 158 by 168 feet in dimensions, with a 
tower about 100 feet high to the right of the 
main entrance. Upon the first or main floor 
are the iibrary proper afi music-hall, The 
library reception room is a beautifully deco- 
rated apartment from which there is access 
to every portion of the building. 

The question of control of Mr. Carnegie’s 
gift has not yet been settled. There is still 
a controversy between the City Council of 
Allegheny and Board of School Control- 
lers. These are Questions of taxation for 
maintenance involved, and there is a sus- 

icion of political jealousy between the gen- 
— of the rival bodies. When the buiid- 
ing shall have been opened and the keys 
handed py Mr. Carnegie to his Honor, Mayor 
Richard T. Pearson, it is thought the donor 
will express bis wishes in the matter, and 
that they will be regarded. Allegbeny bas a 
city library already, and an effort bas been 
made to have its several thousand books 
turned over to the Carnegie Library; but 
the special committee of the Board of Con- 
trol holds that the books were purchased 
from the school funds, and that the transfer 
cannot be made unless the Carnegie Library 
is controlled by the board, whicn is not like- 
ly to be done. 

The evening of the 13th the opening cere- 
monies will be conducted in Music-Hall, 
Fifty thousand persons have applied for ad- 
mission, but only 500 tickets will be issued to 
officials and 800 to the friends of Mr. Car- 
negie. There will be addresses by President 
Harrison, Private Secretary Halford, Mr, 
Carnegie, and Mayor Pearson. Gov. Beaver, 
Congressmen Bayne and Dalzell, and possi- 
bly other distinguishea men will grace the 
occasion. 

Mr. Carnggie’s intention to proceed with 
the erectios of a library, art gallery. and 
music-hall for Pittsburg to cost $1,000,000 or 
more has already been made pubiic. He has 
promised the town ot Homestead, where one 
of bis steel works is located, a free library in 
due season, and will probably begin it before 
the Putsbure gift is complete.

Lonpox, Feb, 8.—Though Lord Salisbury’s 
health is severely shaken, but little is now 
said about his giving up the Foreiga Office.

Lord Hartington will 
not be bored with it; Mr. Goschen can be ill 
spared from the Chancellorship of the Ex- 
chequer, and it is difficuit to find any other 
availaple Tory or Unionist statesman who 
can speak French and German. Furtzer, 
Mr. Goschen will have such important finan- 
cial proposals to put forward during the 
coming session that the exchequer 
cannot be intrusted to any one else. 
There will most likely be a reduction 
of the income tax, and subventuons in the 
direction of free or assisted education.

SALISBURY’S PORTUGUESE POLICY. 

If one may judge by what has just occurred 
ai Patrick the opposition will not score much 
success by attacking the Portuguese policy 
of the Government.

But his dis- 
paragement of Lord Salisbury’s policy on 
the Shire subjected him to a severe 
heckling.

paper? For a long time it has been known 

Mr. O'Connor is only the figure- 
head of the Siar and that the 
real work of editing is done by a 
clever young firebrand Radical named Mas- 
singham. Mr. O'Connor was obliged to con- 
fess to his tormentors that he had not writ- 
ten the leader in question and that he was 
sorry that Scotch Presbyterian susceptibili- 
ties had been. wounded. He wus finally com- 
pelied to make peace by declaring that if Af- 
rica was to be civilized and developed it 
should be done by the British race. All of 
this was somewhat humiliating but of impor- 
tance as showing that Lord Salisbury’s pol- 
icy meets with such widespread approval 
that the opposition will bave to be content 
with academical discussion.

FOREPAUGH’S CIRCUS SOLD, 


A Two-Thirds Interest Bought by an En- 
lan Syndicate. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 7.—The sale to an 
English syndicate of a controlling interest in 
the great circus and menagerie built up by 
the late Adam Forepaugh was consummated 
today. Frederick W. Sutteriee, brother-in- 
law and for a long time confidential agent of 
Mr. Forepaugh, and who has just returned 
from Europe, where he conducted the nego- 
tiations, last night met John A. Brown, one 
of the executors of Adam Forepaugh’s will, 
and laid before him the plans and offers of 
the English syndicate for the great show 
property. 

Before the death of Adam Forepaugh Sr. 
the negotiations had proceeded so far that no 
backward steps could well be taken. Mr. 
Forepaugh practically agreed to the terms 
offered. This agreement was considered 
binding on the executors. Today all the 
papers were properly signed to make the 
transfer effective. Itis now known that the 
Englishmen’s original offer of $600,000 was 
merely a starter, and what was subsequently 
given is over three times thal amount. The 
final terms were cheerfully agreed to dy all 
parties interested. 

Nearly everybody in the show business 
doubted the acceptance of the first offer of 
the English syndicate of $600,000. It was 
known that the Forepaugh circus had 
paid $100,000 a year, and many considered 
the sale at that price a great sacrifice. 
But Mr. Forepaugh had no idea of 
selling it at such a low figure, and
